The feeling that an end had come

What is going on at Madrid gives slight 
hope of such concessions there as will alter 
the present situation, There are no nego- 
tiations in the sense of exchanges on pend- 
ing propositions. Both parties apparently 
have said their last word concerning the 
respective propositions. 

Certainly this is true as to the 
United States, and there were no evi- 
dences today that the Spanish govern- 
ment would recede. 

It is even doubtful whether a concession 
of an armistice by Spain would be eufficient 
at this late moment to turn the situation 
into peaceful channels. 

Preparations for all eventualities are be- 
ing hurried to completion. General Lee 
will leave Havana tomorrow, probably on 
the small naval vessel Fern, now in Ha- 
vana harbor, although it was recommended 
at the state department that he might 
take one of tife Plant line steamers.

City Star Food Distributors 
Have a Rough Lime. 

New Orleans, April &—The steamer Ut- 
stein arrived at Port Eads this morning 
from Matanzas. On board were Messrs. 
Curtis and Richardson, of The ansas City 
Curtis an& Ric™tardson, of The Kansas City 
distribution of 600 tons of relief supplies. 
On Monday the supplies were landed, but 
only with great difficulty and amid the 
abuse and insults of the Spanish populace. 

The presence of the food distributors in 
Matanzas created such intense excitement 
and bitterness that a riot was imminent 
to such a point that both the British and 
American consuls advised the two news- 
paper men to return on board the Utstein 
for safety.

‘Mckinley Makes No Recom- 
mendatons In His Message 


DOES WOT SUGGEST ANYTHING 


President Will Leave the House Free 
To Make War or Peace, 


HE ASSUMES NO RESPONSIBILITY 


Members of the Cabinet Are Now 
Thoroughly Satisfied That There 
Is No Backdown in Spain 
and No Way To Es- 
cape War.

Washington, April 8.—(Special.)—The out- 
tward calm of the @ay in Washington has 
been most oppressive. Neither house 
of Congress was in session, there were no 
advices of importance from (Madrid or 
Havana and outside of the war and navy 


departgment, the day has been given over 
chi speculation as to what Monday 
will ring. The cabinet meeting this 


morning was colorless. 

The members of the president’s offi- 
cial family have all come to the opin- 
ion that war is now a matter of cer- 
tainty, and those who have been 
strongest for peace are making no 
efforts to stem the tide. 

They know that efforts of this kind could 
not possibly avail anything. 

A featured article, which The New York 
Journal published this morning, has been 
the only thing that might be considered 
an important development. It purports 
to be an interview with the president and 
in it there are statements accredited to 
him which may throw light upon the mes- 
Sage that is to come Monday. Im this 
the president is made to say: 

“If congress, after receiving mes- 
sage, still desires war, it will have to 
assume the valpnniatucines itself for 
such action. 

“My intention now is 
message next Monday and make no recom- 
mendations. When congress knows and 
understands every aspect of the case, it 
will be possible to deal justly wi all the 
issues presented. I have every confidence 
in the wisdom and patriotism of congress 
in dealing with this difficulty.” 

Later on replying to a question he is 
quoted as saying: 

“I do most earnestly hope that war may 
be averted. I witnessed one war. I do 
not wish to see another unless there is 
grave necessity for suth extreme action. 
Those who talk so lightly of war perhaps 
do not realize its horrors.”’ 

It is difficult to believe that the president 
made any statement at all to the repre- 
sentative of this newspaper, but it is 
doubtless true that he did make the state- 
ment@ 4 edited to him to somebody. 

The statement would seem to indicate 
that he will make no recommendation what- 
ever, and that the message is by no means 
as warlike as it has been pictured by the 
ardent friends of the administration. 

Schofield May Command. 

The visit of Lieutenant General Schofield 
to the white house today and the long talk 
he had with the president are regarded as 
of more than ordinary significance. While 
it is given out the reason for his visit was 
to talk over the national volunteer reserve, 
of which he is head, there are a good many 
people in Washington who believe that the 
conference had something to do with the 
command of the army in case,of hostilities. 

General Schofield is on the retired list, 
but he is a man of splendid vigor of body 
and intellect, a man of great ability in his 
profession, and one who enjoys to a high 
degree the confidence of President Mc- 
Kinley. 

It has been suggested as a possibility that 
General Schofield might be taken from the 
retired list and put in charge of the army. 
Whether there is dnything tangible in the 
suggestion or not, it is difficult to say. 
The general idea among officers of the 
army is that nobody will be put over 
General Miles, who will handle the land 
forces. 

At the navy department a long list of ap- 
pointments was announced, most of them 
assignments of officers to command the 
newly acquired ships of the auxiliary navy. 
In every department which has anything to 
do with the navy there is the greatest ac- 
tivity, but naturally the details of all this 
work. are kept from the public. 

While the officers at the head of the 
various war department bureaus contented 
themselves with declaring that every body 
was simply .waiting for the president’s 
message, it was given out from a semi- 


official source that orders have been issued 
to the troops west of the Rocky moun- 


tains to hold themselves in readiness to 
move southward on Sunday night. This 
cannot be verified, because the officers will 
give no details of any orders that have been 
issued, but there is every reagon to believe 
that it is true. 

The secretary of war and General Miles 
are convinced that the president’s message 
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start the troops southward at the earliest 
possible moment. 

At the capitol there were meetings of the 
foreign@relations committees of both houses 
and of the naval committees. The matters 
under consideration by the first named com- 
mittees al] bear upon the probable action of 
congress in response to the president's 
message. 

The naval committees are particularly 
busy these days. The fact that a naval 
war is expected keeps these committees in 
a most continuous session. In case of 
war if congress should take a recess it 1s 
probable that the committees on naval 
affairs would be kept in almost continuous 
session. 

It is the general expectation that there 
can be no real development until Monday. 
Lee is expected to leave Havana tomorrow, 
but Woodford will probably not leave Mad- 
rid‘until after action by congress. 

Despite the outward calm every move- 
ment under the surface has been toward 


war. Nobody now believes that it can be 


averted.

Will Begin Suit. 

Paris, April 8.—The officers composing the 
court martial which acquitted Count Ester- 
hazy met today and decided to begin civil 
actions for libel against Emile Zola and M. 
Perreux, publisher of The Aurore, who 
were recently sentenced to imprisonment 
and who were also fined for making charges 
which were not sustained against the con- 
duct of the court martial. 

The officers also expressed the wish that 
the minister for war, General Billot, would 
ask that M. Zola be expelled from the le- 
gion of honor. 


DERVISHES BADLY DEFEATED. 


Anglo-Egyptian Forces Make a Bril- 
liant Charge and Win the Battle. 

Cairo, April 8.—The Anglo-Hgyptian 
forces, under the sirdar, General Sir Her- 
berf Kitchener, attacked the dervish po- 
sition at 7:45 o’clock morning and rushed 
Mahmouds Zariba, the center of his forti- 
cations, without check. 

The attack was entirely successful and 
the dervishes lost ve#y heavily. 

The Anglo-Egyptian force, after a night’s 
march, arrived at dawn before the enemy’s 
camp. When the trenches of the dervishes 
had been bombarded, the whole Anglo- 
Egyptian force made a brilliant rush for 
the Zariba and the trenches. The der- 
vishes stood their ground bravely and re- 
served their fire until the attacking force 
was quite close to them, 

Mahmoud, the dervish general, was 
among the prisoners captured. 

As the dispatch was sent the Anglo- 
BDgyptian cavalry, horse artillery and Max- 
im batteries were pursuing the fugitives, 

The losses of the Anglo-Egyptian force 
include Captain Urquhart, of the Cameron 
Highianders, and Léeutenant Gore, of the 
Seafort Highlanders, killed, and ten officers 
of the British brigade and four British offi- 
cers in the Egyptian service wounded. 


SIXTY-FOUR CADETS EXPELLED. 


South Carolina Military College Loses 
Large Number of Its Students. 

Charleston, S. C., April 8.—The board of 
visitors of the South Carolina Military 
academy today expelled sixty-four cadets 
who participated in the rebellion which 
tock place at the academy on the 34 of 
April. 

The cadets had become incenseg at the 
ccnduct of Cadet Canty, who has reported 
men for breaking barracks when he was 
not on duty, and they resc)ved to force him 
out of the institution. A letter was first 
sent to Canty’s father asking for his with- 
drawal, and when this failed of effect, the 
boys signed ae pledgs to resort to violence 
if necessary in expélling Canty. They at- 
tempted to carry out their design on the 
night of April 3d, and when they were met 
and orposed by the surerintendent and 
commandant, thelatter being Lieutenant 
McDonald, of the United States army, they 
broke into open rebellion. 

The refuse@ to obey orders and rioted 
around the building all night, the police 
having to be called. A meeting of the 
board of visitors was called at once and 
has been in session for several days. The 
order of expulsion gave the cadets two 
hours in which to leave the building. 

The boys belong to many of the most 
prominent families of the state. The insti- 
tution is under the management of the 
State, and the action of the young men js 
everywhere greatly deplcred. 

Klondike’s First Convict. 


Seattle, Wash., April 8.—J. C. Courtney 
and D. A. Campbell, of this city, arrived 
here from Dawson City last evening on 
the steamer Victoria. They left Dawson 
March 4th and made the trip in twenty- 
two days.

PEACE FEELING GROWS STRONGER 


Spain Has Been Inclinei To Think 
That the Americans Have Not 
Been in Earnest in the De- 
mands Made on Queen 
Regent. 


Madrid, April 8, via Paris.—The main op- 
position to the armistice in Cuba, which 
was suggested by the queen regent and 
the minister for the colonies, Senor Moret, 
came from the ministers of war and ma- 
rine, General Correa, and Admiral Bermejo. 

If Senor Sagasta, the premier, had not 
yielded they would have resigned, and at 
a critical juncture Spain would have been 
deprived of the heads of the two principal 
departments; and, it was feared, it would 
have been impossible to replace these min- 
isters, in view of the present temper of 


the army and navy. 
General Correa, in his interview said: 


“Spain must not be alarmed if war is 
declared at the sinking of a Spanish war- 
ship. What we must at all cosis avoid is 
a Spanish warship striking her colors to 
the American flag. She should rather ex- 
plode her magazines. I wish to God Spain 
had not a warship from Cuba to the pen- 
insula. We could then say to Americans: 
‘We are here; meet us when you please.’ ” 

The political barometer has taken another 
upward turn. The bourse today showed an 

dvance of 3 points in response to London 
and Paris: and the general talk of the town 
is peaceful. 

Upon receipt of the dispatch from Senor 
Polo y Bernabe denying the report that 
the Spanish legation at Washington had 
been attacked, an official denial was issued 
to the public. Much indicnation was ex- 
pressed, even among Spaniards, at this 
It was a deliberate attempt. 
sensational attempt to excite the crowd, 


No News Allowed. 


Press censorship has now almost reached 
prohfbition. Impartial news sent to the 
Associated Press, news also obtained in 
many instances digect from the Spanish 
government, meets With the same fate as 
the most rabid jingo dispatches. 

The Liberal this evening says the gov- 
ernment has decided to send a note to the 
pope, thanking him for his good offices 
and begging him to persevere. 

“But,’’ The Liberal adds, “the govern- 
ment doés not pledge itself to accept the 
papal decision.”’ 

The Heraldo will say: 

“Spain remains in the same state of ex- 
pectation and uncertainty as yesterday 
It is impossible as yet to give a definite 
opinion respecting the pope's mediation 
and the intervention of the great powers. 

Senor Gullon, the foreign minister, has 


held several conferences with the ambas-~ 


sadors of the powcrs. Rumors having been 
circulated that the fallure of the pope's 
efforts was owing to the attitude of the 
United States, the nunciature' here has 
issued the following note: 

Did Not Reject Pope. 

“The nurciature has today higher hopes 
than ever of the success of papal interven- 
tion. It is not true that President Mc- 
Kinley has rejected the pope's intervention 
in favor of peace. Such impoliteness would 
be the more impolite, not only because it 


would display a barbarous intolerance, but 
because, hcwever much eny person might 
be the pcpe’s enemy, wculd@ be impossible 
to misinterpret the voice of the venerable 
old man who recommends the preservation 
of peace. On the other hand, the Catholics 
of North America would never pardon such 
a disregard of the vicar general of their 
church.”

At the fall term of court Wynm received 
a death sentence for the murder of Wil- 
liam Whatley. The case was appealed to 
the supreme court, where it is now pending. 
The Whatley couple gained the emnity 
of the whitecaps by testifying against 
them.

The conviction and 
execution of Wynn and Tipton will go 
toward breaking up the most bloodthirsty 
gang of ruffians that has ever existed in 
the south. 


JUDGE ATKINSON AT PERRY. 


He Follows Berner Into Houston Coun- 
ty and Sets Forth His Claims. 
Perry, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)—Judge 
Spencer Atkinson spoke here today and 
presented his claims for governor. The 
crowd was small. Speaking of joint de- 
bates he said he had written Candler a 
very courteous letter inviting both him 
and Berner out and Candler had refused 
to come.

REFUGEES GIVEN A WELCOME. 


Nearly Two Hundred Exiles from Cuba 
Reach Tampa. 

Tampa, F'a., April 8.—The early trains 
this afternoon took large crowds to Port 
Tampa, nine miles away, to witness the 
arrival of the refugces from Cuba. Amer- 
cans, Cubans and Spaniards joined in 
forming an eager throng. 

One hund-zed and seventy-eight aixious 
souls breathed relief as they left the boat. 
The passengers report having experienced 
great difficulty in securing passports, owing 
to Spanish espionage. All able-bodied men 
are drafted and watchfulness is maintain- 
ed to prevent them leaving. 

Those liable to draft in the regular army 
are joining the volunteer column of 
Havana, which has swelled within the 
past few days from (fifteen hundred to 
twenty thousand. This they prefer to regu- 
lar service, which would take them away 
from the protecting walls and inviting 
cafes. 

The volunteers are verging upon revolt 
against the Americans and ultra-Spanish.

THIRTY-ONE MEA 


Chilkoot Has Been Completely 
Wiped Qut by Storm, 


THE BODIES ARE RECLAIMED 


Many More Dead Ate Buried Under 
Great Piles of Snow, 


WORK OF RESCUE GOING ON STILL

Thousands of People Were Encamped 
at the Foot of the Pass When 
the Great Avalanche Started 
on Its Death Dealing 
Journey. 


Skaguay, Alaska, April 3, via Seattle, 
Wash., April 8.—About noon today on the 
Chilkoot trail, between the Scales and 
Stonehouse, at least thirty-one men met 
death and a large number of others were 
injured more or-less seriously in a snow 


slide. ’ 
The dead were crushed under an ava- 


lanche of snow and ice. At this writing 
the known dead are:

‘Fully fifty people were overtaken by the 
slide and are either buried in the snow 
or scattered along the borders of the av4- 
lanche in a more or less tnjured condition. 

The point at which the accident occurred 
is some five miles above Sheep camp. A 
blinding snowstorm was raging all day 
upon the stmmit and as a consequence 
many of those in the vicinity were making 
no attempt to travel. 

Help Came Quickly. 

Thousands of people were encamped in 
the vicinity of the accident at the time 
and were soon upon the scene rendering 
such assistance as was possible. Wpon 
receipt of the news points below Dyea 
telephoned to Know if assistance was re- 
guired and received answer to the effect 
that 5,000 people were at work on the de- 
bris and were only in each other’s way. 

All day Saturday a southerly storm with 
rain, wind’ and snow prevailed in this 
vicinity and it is believed the softening 
of the snow on the mountain side by those 
agencies was the cause of the avalanche. 
The quantity of snow and ice that came 
down in the slide is estimated at thous- 
ands of tons. It swept directly across the 
trail. 

The last vestige of the trail in the vi- 
cinity was wiped out of existence and 
where it lay is now a mountain of snow 
and ice, under which are many dead bodies 
that cannot be recovered for days to come. 

Later reports bring the information that 
the bodies of three unfortunates have been 
taken from the snow. One is that of Gar- 
son, initials and residence unknown; 
Ritchie, initials and residence unknown; 
Durboi, initials unknown, residence Seattle. 

Latest reports are that thirty-one bodies 
have been recovered. 


SOME REPUBLICANS OBSTINATE. 


Members of the Senate Will Insist 
Upon Recognition. 

Washington, April 8.—Among the senators 
who expressed themselves today in oppo- 
sition to any modification of the resolution 
to be reported by the committee on foreign 
relations were Messrs. Thurston, Pettigrew, 
Allen and Mason. 

“We cannot,” said Senator Mason, ‘‘agree 
to any change that would rob the Cuban 
government of the victory which they have 
so nearly won.”’ 

‘In my opinion, a set of men who have 
maintained themselves as the Cuban in- 
surgents have in opposition to the entire 
Spanish arms deserve our fullest indorse- 
ment,”” said Senator Allen, adding that he

I THE TELEGRAPH'S ROOMS 


Result Not Known. but No Change In 
Plans Likely, 


STILL HOPE JO DEFEAT CANDLER 


Will Continue To Attack Him and 
Each Other on the Stump—News 
of the Conference Creates 
Surprise in Atlanta. 


Macon, Ga., April 8 —(Spectal.)—Judge 
Spencer R. Atkinson and Senator Robert 
|, Bernef® held a long conference in the 
editorial rooms of The Macon Telegraph 
last night, and while the result of it is not 
definitely known, it may safely be stated 
that no agreement was reached touching 
any radical change in their present pro- 
gramme. Neither had_anything ‘to say for 
publication at the conclusion of their la- 


bors, except that they had met by the 
“merest accident and The Telegraph this 


morning does not contain a word about it, 
although the editor was represented 
throughout the meeting. At the same time 
the prevailing opinion is that both Judge 
Atkinson and Senator Berner will continue 
their tour of the state speaking every day 
on their former lines, and depending upon 
their united efforts to keep Colonel Can- 
dler from getting a majority of vogs in 
the convention. 

Judge Atkinson spoke in Irwinton yes- 
terday and reached this city late in the 
afternoon. Senator Berner spoke at Perry, 
and got in here at about the same time. 
After dinner at their hotel they went to 
The Telegraph office, where they remained 
until about 9 o'clock last night. Just what 
took place between them nobody seems to 
know, but they were several times inter- 
rupted by callers, who, knowing nothing 
of the conference,.entered the inner edi- 
torial offices unannounced. One of these 
callers, who had business with the editor 
and whose name is ‘well known in Macon, 
said to your correspondent this morning: 

‘I stumbled upon the conference wiMout 
knowing it, and shook hands with both 
of the conferees. They seemed to be on 
the best of terms with each other and I 


* judged from the brief talk I had with them 
{that they were inclined to be jocular at 


Cofonel Candler’s expense. I do not know 
to what extent they exchanged views aa 
to their own campaign plans, for while I 
was with them they were more inclined 
to poke fun at the volonel than anything 
else. I presumed that an outsider was not 
altogether welcome under the _ circum- 
and I left. While I was present 
no one took part in the consultation ex- 
cept Senator Berner and Judge Atkinson 
ara the editorial representative of The 
Telegraph, and I stayed for so short a 
time that I would not like to even hazard 
a guess as to the outcome.” 

Senator Berner left this morning for 
Reidsville and Judge Atkinson for Perry.

COMMENTS ON THE CONFERENCE. 


Berner and Atkinson Meeting Causes 
Talk in Local Political Circles. 

The news that Senator Berner and Judge 
Atkinson had held a conference in the ed- 
itorial rooms of The Macon Telegraph in 
Macon on Thursday evening created a good 
deal of astonishment in this city when it 
was received early yesterday morning. In 
fact, the Atkinson men at first expressed 
their doubt as to the authenticity of the re- 
port, and for a time there was a disposition 
in certain quarters to deny it. But, after a 
brief exchange of telegraph and telephone 
communications between the two cities was 
indulged in, the denial was withdrawn, and 
the explanation was given out that the 
two anti-Candler candidates had met in 
the editorial rooms of The Telegraph by 
accident, both going there to study the 
war news. This was all the Atkinson peo- 
ple would say. They were apparently in 
receipt of no information except that the 
candidates had been discovered in consul- 
tation, and that it woulfbe foolish to at- 
tempt to deny it. 

At the Atkinson headquarters in the 
Equitable building Judge Sam Atkinson, 
who is at present in charge there, said tnat 
he had absolutely no knowledge of the 
conference, 

“If it was held,” he said, “I do not know

either its purpose or its result. I do not \ 


even know of any arrangements made in 
advance for such a meeting. If the judge 
was really there he may have been ar- 
ranging. for the series of joint debates be- 
tween himself and Senator Berner, which 
I see The Constitution this morning speaks 
of, At any rate he was in good company. 
This fight is between the judge and Berner, 
anyhow, and I can see no objection to 
their getting together if they want to. I 
think they would have liked to have had 
Colonel Candler there, too. But, as I told 
you before, I know absolutely nothing 
about the conference, and had no knowl- 
edge that it was to take place. The judge 
is so busy in his tour of the state that 
we do not hear from him regularly, and I 
have no other information about the meet- 
ing than that which you newspaper men 
have brought me today.” 
Berner’s Latest Challenge. 

The reference made by the speaker to 
Senator Berner’s challenge of Judge At- 
kinson to a joint debate concerned the 
dispatch published in The Constitution yes- 
terday morning from Perry, giving the sub- 
stance of Berner’s speech there on Wednes- 
day. This dispatch was as follows: 


Perry, Ga., April 7.—(Special.)—Berner 
Spoke here today tor more than two 
hours. He explained his platform as 
published in his announcement for BOv- 
ernor. He said if Colonel Candler 
would not meet him in joint debate, he 
and Atkinson would meet on the stump. 
He treated Colone] Candler very fairly. 
He said he did not intend to sling any 
mud and when the campaign is over 
neither Atkinson nor Candler would 
have to clean off any mud thrown hy 
him. He said he thought Judge Atkin- 
son had acted wisely in not resigning 
his position, for he would be out of a 
job after the nomination. He said Can- 
dler would have acted Wisely if he had 
not resigned his office, for he. said he 
(Berner) was going to be governor. He 
also said should a vacancy occur he 
would appoint Colone] Candler secretary 
of state, if he wated it. This he said 
jJestingly. He sai Seriously he would 
appoint railroad commissioners who 
would attend to business. 


Is There an AgreementP 

The positive assertion made by Speaker 
Berner that Judge Atkinson would meet 
him on the stump whether or not Colonel 
Candler consented to do so, is somewhat 
puzzling in the face of the positive declar- 
ation from Judge Sam Atkinson and the 
other Atkinson people here that the judge, 
So far as they know, has never received any 
challenge from Berner looking to a joint 
debate between themselves. They say also 
that they have no knowledge of any pre- 
vious meeting between the two anti-Cand- 
ler candidates in which such an agreement 
could have been made. Senator Berner’s 
statement, however, is most positive, and 
it is followed up with an attack upon Judee 
Atkinson that under the circumstances is 
most significant. He is quoted as saying 
that “he thought Judge Atkinson had acted 
wisely in not resigning his position, for he 
would be out of a job after the nomination,” 
and that he said “seriously, he would ap- 
point railroad commissioners who would at- 
tend to their business’ if he should be 
elected governor. 

These direct jabs at Judge Atkinson both- 
ered the friends of all three candidates 
mightily until they heard the news of the 
Macon conference. Then, although they did 
not know the result of the meeting, they 
put two and two together and made a 
guess that Colonel Candler’s reference to 
Berner as Atkinson’s ‘‘running mate,”’ and 
his declaration in his Dalton speech that he 
had two men to run against in his race for 
governor, had led the opposition to adopt 
tactics of a different character from that 
first agreed upon. SBerner’s heroic attack 
upon Atkinson was, therefore, easily ac- 
counted for, and it was almost universally 
predicted that Atkinson in bis speech at 
Perry during the day would make an at- 
tack not one whit less heroic upon Berner. 
Both had apparently begun to appreciate 
the fact that in a fight of two men against 
one the sympathy of the public was usually 
with the minority. 

The Meeting Kept Secret. 

Another feature of the affair which led 
to this interpretation was the effort made 
to keep the conference in The Macon Tele- 
graph editorial rooms a secret.- According 
to the dispatch from Macon both Senator 
Berner and Judge Atkinson arrived at the 
meeting place early in the evening, and 
left in ample time for the publication of 
the news story the next morning. But in 
The Telegraph which reached Atlanta yes- 
terday, although it contained in separate 
items articles describing the movements of 
the two candidates, there was not a single 
line about their consultation in The Tele- 
graph editorial sanctum. Even supposing 
that they met there by accident to ‘read 
the war dispatches,’’ the meeting was of 
sufficient general news interest to the pub- 
lic to warrant at least a line or two about 
it. Opposing candidates for governor meet- 
ing under such circumstances would have 
created a news item of so innocent a char- 
acter that no newspaper, however bitter in 
its opposition to a third candidate, would 
have reason for.declining to print. 

At the headquarters of the central Cand- 
ler campaign committee in the Kimball 
house the news of the Macon conference 
was received with about as much astonish- 
ment as at the Atkinson headquarters in 
the Equitable building. When The Consti- 
tution representative called shortly before 
noon Chairman Ed Brown paused in his 
work of opening the morning mail long 
enough to say: 

“Yes, we have heard of the conference, 
and friends in Macon have told us as much 
as they know about the result of it. But they 
do not séem to know much. We learn on 
pretty good authority, however, that the op- 
position to Colonel Candler is to continue 
its present tactics in some repects and that 
the meeting between Judge Atkinson and 
Senator Berner did not result in but one 
change of programme. At the same time 
the conference will serve one good purpose, 
in that it will show to the people of the 
state what they have suspected all along, 
but which has not yet been proven; namely, 
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MEN WHO ARE WEAK, BROKEN 
DOWN, DISCOURAGED. Men who suf- 
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ithat whether Judge Atkinson and Senator 
Berner called at The Telegraph office to 
read the war dispatches or to pay their per- 
sonal compliments to the editor, they have 
a habit of doing the same thing at the 
same time. The conference only adds to 
the accumulating evidence that Colonel 
Candler has two men to fight instead of 
one, and we are glad to have it known. 
But if there were half a dozen more the 
result would be the same. Tandler will 
win.” 

Among the disinterested political observ- 
ers the comment on the conference con- 
cerned only the wisdom of the policy that 
had brought it about. Of. course, there was 
a good deal of speculation as to who had 
first suggested it, and what argument had 
been used to bring the two candidates to- 
gether, but in the end it was generally 
accepted that Colonel Candler himself had 
caused it by his written and spoken refer- 
ences to Messrs. Atkinson and Berner as 
“running mates.” That it was absolutely 
necessary to disprove this assertion every- 
body among the anti-Candler forces has 
realized for some time, and Berner’s at- 
tack upon Atkinson at Perry was the first 
indication that an understanding had been 
reached. Followed by the friendly meeting 
at Macon the whole matter became still 
more transparent, and it will not surprise 
those who have watched the development 
of the campaign if Messrs. Berner and At- 
kinson should devote some of the time 
which they have been devoting in previous 
speeches to assaulting Candler to making 
assaults upon each other.

The Government Has Arranged for the 
Protection of Its Messages. 

Brunswick, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)}—The 
United States government has arranged 
for the establishment in one day’s time cf 
its own telegraphic system for secret ser- 
viee. The whole coast will be divided into 
two districts. Savannah will be district 
No. 4 and headquarters will be established 
in that city. The sub-stations in tle Sav- 
annah district will be Cape Romanie, 
Charleston. Hilton Head, St. Simons, Ga., 
Mayport, Fla., and Cape Canavazeral, Fla. 
The government intends to build houses on 
the beach, where naval reserve officers 
will be stationed with telescopes to keep 
watch and report to headquarters in Sav- 
annah afl ships sighted at sea. The sys- 
tem will have conneci‘ion with*the Western 
Union telegrdph wires and the long-dis- 
tance televhone. The operators will be 
stationed in the main office in Savannah, 
waoich witl be in full charge of the office 
and the signal corps. These offices will be 
in direct cornmmunication with the navy 
department at Washington. The gcvern- 
ment has made all arrangemerts for the 
system to be put into effect in one day's 
time, and everything is now in readiness 
in case war is declared.

Coming to a Head. 

The indications now are that, no mat- 
ter what suggestions the president’s 
message may contain, congress will take 
the bit in its teeth on the reception of 
the document, and commit itself to a 
policy in accordance with the desires of 
the American people. This, at least, is 
the feeling in Washington, and it is so 
strong that it may probably be accepted 
as an echo of opinions and statements 
which congressmen themselves have set 
going. 

It has been seid by those who are cred- 
ited with giving out semi-official reports 
from the white house that the message 
is not a warlike document; that it does 
not propose the independence of the Cu- 
bans, and that it proposes intervention 
only in the event that the Spaniards re- 
fuse to put an end to the war. How- 
ever this may be, it ig certain that the 
republican administration up to this 
point has steadily refused to carry out 
the platform of its own party, which de- 
mands Cuban independence, and at every 
turn has moved only as it was pressed 
forward by American public opinion, 
which, when roused, is intensely patri- 
otic. 

Nothing that the administration may 
do will cause the people to forget thait it 
faltered, hesitated and halted’when the 
path of dut¥ was perfectly clear before 
it. We say this in no party or parti- 
san sense. ‘There is no party question 
involved. We do not mean that the ad- 
ministration has disappointed the demo- 
cratic party; we mean that it has made 
various efforts to run counter to the will 
of the Ameriean people: 

That will has been unmistakably dis- 
played in hundreds of different ways—in 
public meetings; in political conven- 
tions; in the public press; through all 
the channels that are available. We find 
the Methodist conference of New York 
state declaring with only three dissent- 
ing voices that “the enlightened con- 
science of the American people has de- 
creed that tranquillity can never be re- 
stored to this land while Spain main- 
tains at our doors a system of govern- 
ment which is the belated relic of bar- 
barism, and an attempt to crowd the God 
of justice and mercy out of human his- 
tory.” 

And then there is that conservative 
body of business men—real business 
men, too—the merchants and manufac- 
turers’ board of trade of New York city. 
The report of its committee on national 
legislation, declaring that Spain is re- 
sponsible for the loss of the Maine, and 
that “the independence of Cuba should 
be recognized, and should be secured 
with peace, if possible, but by force of 
arms, if necessary,” was unanimously 
adopted and telegraphed to the president. 

In short, the more the administration 
has faltered and hesitated, the more in- 
tense the feeling of the people has be- 
come; so that, in the end, should Mr. 
McKinley desire to acquit himself of all 
blame or complicity in the matter of 
procuring Cuban independence by force 
of arms if necessary, he may truly say 
that his administration wag driven to 
take action by the imperious -and irre- 
sistible will of the American people. 

It now seems hardly possible that de- 
lay can be carried farther than Monday, 
though there is no telling what secret 
influence may,be brought to bear on 
congress. We are inclined to believe 
that the moment has passed when any 
secret influence can act more powerfully 
on congress than American public opin- 
ion. 

The people in this instance seem to 
prefer what is called jingoism to junker- 
‘ism. ‘There are a few who still believe 
that the price of junk is more import- 
tant than the sentiments and aspira- 
tions of patriotism, and they contemptu- 
ously refer to those who disagree with 
them as jingoes. The public has list- 
ened patiently to all the arguments of 
the junkers, and has repudiated the pol- 
icy of peace at any price. And public 
opinion is so pronounced in this matter 
that the republicans have 'become indig- 
nant at the manifestations of junkerism 
in the administration. They say again, 
as they said on another occasion recent- 
ly, that if the message is not sent in 
Monday, they will not permit Mr. Reed 
and his committee on rules to control 
them any further. 

This is the statement given out from 
Washington; but it is notoriously true 
that Mt. Reed’s presence in the chair has 
the effect of repressing the republicans 
and putting them out of countenance. We 
trust they will rise to the occasion as 
the democrats have done: rise above 
party, above parcisanship, and above all 
those trivial and confusing schemes that 
tend to sacrifice the true interests of the 
country to political manipulation.

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What Risk Spain Incurs. 


Spain has everything to lose and abso- 
lutely naught to gain from allowing 
herself to become involved in difficulties 
with the United States. But evidently 
she has made up her mind to defy the 
lightning. 

When war is declared between the 
United States and Spain, the signal will 
be at once given for Porto Rico and the 
Philippines to raise the standard of re- 
volt; and in addition to the fearful con- 
sequences which the main struggle will 
entail up her, including the forfeiture of 
Cuba, Spain will find herself bereft of 
the last remaining vestige of her once 
magnificent colonial empire. 

This is not mere idle speculation. For 
the past two years the Philippines have 
heen ablaze with revolutionary fires, and 
though at present some temporary sort 
of truce has been declared, there is every 
reason to believe that hostilities will im- 
mediately burst out anew on receipt of 
the intelligence that Spain and the 
United States have come to blows upon 
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outbreak of hostilities in Cuba in the 
spring of 1895, signs of discontent have 
not been absent in the neighborhood of 
Porto Rico; but the natives of this 
island lack the self-assertiveness which 
is characteristic of the Cubans, and con- 
sequently they have not been able to 
summon up the resolution necessary to 
raise the standard of revolt. Not only 
the tyranny of Spain, but also the ex- 


‘ample of independent little Hayti, just 


across the way, has tended to arouse in 
them the spirit of latent discontent. 
‘hey heartily desire to be free, and 
whenever the opportunity arrives for 
them to manifest this feeling they will 
not be tardy to embrace it. In the 
tumult and confusion which the war 


now threatened must inevitably bring 


about, Porto Rico will discern her op- 
portunity, and she will seize it instantly. 
Spain may anticipate this outbreak, but 
if she meets with failure in her struggle 
with the United States she will be in no 
condition to effectually checkmate the 
designs of Porto Rico. 

Thus it will be seen that in allowing 
herself to become involved in war with 
the United States, Spain puts her entire 
colonial interests in jeopardy. But this 
is her affair and not ours. 
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The Atlanta Spirit.

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Great Britain’s Liberalism. 

The Detroit Free Press is moved by 
recent events to observe that liberalism 
has made some progress in Great Britain 
since 1776. 

Such must necessarily be true. With- 
out some marked change in her govern- 
mental policy Great Britain could never 
have assumed the friendly attitude o- 
ward this country which characterizes 
her in the present grave crisis. 

We make this observation without the 
least intention to be critical. Great 
Britain has already shown within the 
past few days that her sympathies are 
with her next of kin, and she deserves 
to be treated with consideration; but 
still her present friendly attitude sug- 
gests such former bold contrasts that we 
cannot overcome the inclination to agree 
with Our contemporary that Great Brit- 


ain’s sentiments toward us have changed . 


wonderfully within the past century. 

When the subject of American taxation 
came up in parliament we had few 
champions in that august body. The 
government itself wags most decidedly 
against us, and such men as William 
Pitt and Edmund Burke, who dared to 
speak out in our behalf, were treated 
with cold consideration. Liberal senti- 
ment was at a low ebb in Great Britain 
at that time; otherwise the states which 
now compose the = sisterhood of the 
American republic might still be royal 
colonies, wearing her imperial yoke. 

On account of her almost complete 
dearth of liberal sentiment, Great Brit- 
ain refused to consider the demands 
which the colonies made upon her, and 
consequently she soon (found herself 
brought face to face with the revolution- 
ary struggle. Te need not review the 
outcome of that struggle. Great Brit- 
ain Jost her colonies, but she did not 
make such gain in liberalism. She per- 
severed in her narrow, selfish policy un- 
til she found herself again confronting 
us in the war of 1812. Such is the light 
which our own past dealings with Great 
Britain shed upon her sentiments to- 
ward us. «3 

But liberalism has ‘made some head- 
way in Great Britain since then, and 
we are now called upon to witness its 
crowning triumph in the friendly senti- 
ments which the conservative ministry 
itself has manifested toward us. 

We do not criticise Great Britain for 
thus changing her attitude toward us, 
but we cannot refrain from comparing 
her sentiments in 1897 with her senti- 
ments in 1776 and 1812.

Not Fire-Eaters, but Patriots. 

With less of patriotism than of meek 
subserviency to the demands of the 
Spanish bond holders, some of the lead- 
ing newspapers of the east are seeking to 
cast ridicule upon the war spirit which 
has swayed the deliberations of our law- 
makers within the past few days. In- 
deed, the charge is madethat the exhibi- 
tion of this war spirit is due largely to 
the sense of personat immunity which 
our lawmakers feel under the govern- 
ment’s protection.

Fire Insurance Brokerage Law. 

Editor Constitution—I was astonished to 
read in your issue of a few days ago about 
the disgraceful failure of the Lincoln Fire 
Insurance Company of New York. This 
company has been soliciting business in 
this section through brokers, and their 
rates being a Httle cheaper than other com- 
panies, I was just about to put some of my 


‘insurance in it when I read this notice. 


I have always thought that all companies 
doing business in Georgia were supervised 
by the comptroller general, and that policy 
holders were protected by a $25,000 deposit. 
I now learn for the first time that it is 
possible for companies to do business here 
under the Venable brokerage law, .with no 
safer guarantee than a lot of affidavits, 
which turn out to be perjuries from begin- 
ning to end, and that deluded policy hold- 
ers have no recourse in case of fire before 
their insurance can be transferred, and 
even then they must either lose the premi- 
um paid or go into another company of 
similar character. 

Now, Mr. Editor, this may be all right for 
your Atlanta merchants, who can step over 
to the capitol or telephone the comptroller 
to find out which companies are sound and 
which are rotten, but it seems to me this 
law works a great hardship on the people 
of the state at large, and if this is the class 
of concerns that it brings to Georgia, the 
matter had better be called to the attention 
of the next legislature. It seems to me we 
should return to the good old constitutional 
provision and require a sufficient deposit of 
all companies, no matter whether they do 
business through regular agents or brokers.

The Reduction of Taxation. 

Editor Constitution—The question of re- 
duction of the rate of taxation is being 
brought prominently before our pecople. 

I am a farmer and a large taxpayer. 

I know how grievous this burden is. 

I feel the oppression of the fearful gov- 
ernment that robs us daily, that requires 
double the products of our toil to pay taxes 


that an honest dollar would require of us. 

Some years since I was a commissioner 
of a county of our state. The county taxes 
were 9-10 of 1 per cent. An exhibition of 
the distress occasioned by this high tax 
caused me to resolve to reduce them. 
With the aid of the other members of the 
board and a member of the legislature, 
“who was not a politician,’’ in two years 
the taxes were reduced to 3-10, or two- 
thirds. With firmness and looking to the 
interest of those who pay taxes such re- 
ductions. are simple. 

Around the courts and jails are the great 
wastes in the taxpayers’ money. The way 
to reduce is to reduce them. 

As to our state taxes, now so prominently 
brought before us. 

Would our interest suffer by reducing the 
salaries of our railroad commissioners 
from $2,500 to $1,200 per annum? They are 
not employed half their time. 

While caring for all needing help, the 
immense sums appropriated for pensions 
can and ought to be reduced. These men 
and their widows are not paupers or mendi- 
canta. As one of their number who march- 
ed with them in four years of battle, priva- 
tion and toil, I answer for the majority. 
If necessary, mdke the reduction. We are 
simply unable to bear the immense educa- 
tiona] tax and without discussing jit these 
large sums should be reduced. 

The only appropriations that onght not 
to be reduced are the appropriations ex- 
pended in the- care of the insane, blind 
and mutes. These are pure charities and 
we are willing to divide our last dollar 
with these, our unfortunate feliow beings. 

The way to reduce is to reduce! 

The men who toll with muscle and brain 
to produce the money to pay our taxes will 
be relieved. It is due them. Our burdens 
are greater than we can bear.

TO WASHINGTON 


Uigent Orders to the Inspectors 
General of the Army, 


INSPECTOR GEN, LAWTON HERE 


Head of the Southern Distret Rushed 
Through Yesterday, 


eo 


CER, GREELY WAS ALSO IN ATLANTA 


Chief of the United States Signal Ser- 
vice Corps Was in Conference 
with ‘Local Military Offi- 
cials—Talks of Atlanta 
as Army Center. 


A significant move on the part of the 
war department has been made in the is- 
suance of urgent orders to the seven in- 
spectors general ef the United States army, 
to repert at Washington at once. Inspec- 
tor General FH. L. 
district, with headquarters at Los Angeles, 
Cal., passed through Atlanta 
morning on his way to Washington, 
answer to his orders. 

General A. W. Greely, chief of the United 
States signal department, joined him here 
ani left for Washington with him. 

The orders issued to the inspectors gen- 
cra] gave ro reason as to why their pres- 
erce is so earnestly desired in Washine- 
ton, and Colonel Lawton was at a loss to 
know why he was wanted. T'3a was at 
San Antonio day before yesterday on his 
regular tour of inspection, when he re- 
ceived the orders to report to Washington 
headquarters without delay, and he at once 
poarded the train for the capital. The 
six other officialg will report at the same 
time with Colonel Lawton, to the chief in- 
spector general, General Breckinridge. 

Inspector General Lawton is one of the 
most important officials of the army in 
the south. He has charge of the largest 
district in the Uniteg States and has un- 
der his inspection some of the most im- 
portant forts. He left Los Angeles on 
March Ist to begin his tour of inspection, 
and had reached San Antonio when the 
trip was interrupted. He was delighted 
with the condition of the troops in the 
south and expressed the opinion that they 
were never in better shape. 

“The United States army troops in the 
south were never in better shape than at 
present,”’ said the inspector general, “I 
have visited nearly all the forts and posts 
an@ find that the men are in better con- 
dition than at any previous inspection.

He is a member of no 
denomination and has stated from the 
Stand that no one need fear that they will 
commit themselves to any sect of the 
church by accepting his offer of religion.

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CRITTENTON TALKS | GIVES THE CHILDREN MAPS 


Mr. Eugenio Crabbs Distributes Maps 
of Cuba. 


GAVE ONE TO EVERY sCHOOL 


He Tells the Motive Which Prompted 
This Action and Gives Some In- 
formation About Cuba. 


Mr. Bugenio Crabbe, a patriotic Cuban 
resident of this city, has presented to the 
public schools of the city large mapé of 
his native country. The maps were pre- 
eented last week and are now in every 
public school of this city. This action on 
the part 6f Mr. Crabbe was prompted -by 
purely patriotic reasons, he believing that 
Americans were not as familiar as they 
should be with the topography of Cuba. 

Mr. Crabbe is a member of the American- 
Cuban Society and he wrote the officers 
of that organization asking if they had 
maps of Cuba for distribution. When he 
ascertained that they did he asked for sey- 
enteen, stating that he desired to present 
them to the public schools of this city. 

When they arrived he turned them over 
to Superintendent W. F. Slaton, who gave 
one to each white school. Mr. Crabbe 
said last night: 

“I arrived in Atlanta just fifteen days 
after Weyler set foot on the island of Cuba. 
Since I have been here I have heard peo- 
ple discuss Cuba a good deal and I have 
come to the conclusion that they know 
very little about it. 

“They seem to think that Cuba is about 
one-fourth the size of Georgia, with about 
three-fourths of the country mountainous, 
As a matter of fact, you know Cuba is 
about as long as from Atlanta to New 
York and varies in width between twenty 
miles and 200 miles. Again I have heard 
many people say that Cuba is an island of 
negroes, while as a matter of “act, only 
25 per cent of the population ure negroes. 
In Atuanta 48 per cent of the population are 
negroes, 

‘All this is good to know, and there you 
have my reason for giving the chiluren 
maps. They contain a perfect map of the 
city of Havana and of all the provinces, 
with a short description of the island and 
a portion of its history printed on one 
side. I believe the American children 
should be taught more of Cuba, because 
the island will eventually be annexed to the 
United States. 

“Texas wag for years, you know, an in- 
dependent republic, but it was ,>radually 
settled by Americans and then the pcople 
voted for annexation. At preseat Cubans 
do not wish to become a part of the Unit- 
ed States. I do, but I am an cxcepiion. I 
venture to say that not 10 per cent of the 
Cubans desire annexation. They are crazy 
for self government. 

‘“lhat is all right. There is no objection 
to that. The experiment will not fFrurt 
them, but gradually the Americans will set- 
tle the island until the spirit of the Cuban 
government is American. They, the Cu- 
bans, will ask for annexation, and like 
Texas, they will be admitted. 

‘Many families in Cuba speak Erglish 
and others speak French. My grandfather 
came from Charleston, S. C., and my father 
was born and reared in Cuba. So was I, 
but English has always been spoken in our 
family. The Anglo-Saxon tongue, lke the 
Anglo-Saxon blood, will live in any coun- 
try and under any conditions."

PROMINENT OFFICERS FAVOR ATLANTA 


Appears That the 25th Regiment Will 
Be the Only One To Go to Chick- 
amauga Park—lIndications 
Are That Reserve Camp 
Will Come Here. 


General Graham, through Lieutenant 


Colonel John Simpson, chief quartermas- 
ter, yesterday requested Mayor Collier to 
give an authoritative statement as to the 
willingness of the city to extend the witer 
main to Fort McPherson. | 
Immediately on receiving the request 
Mayor Collier had placed in circulation a 
paper favoring the extension of the water 
main for the purpose of furnishing water 
to a large body of troops, and in a very 
short time the signature of eight council- 
men and the entire aldermanic board had 
been obtained. This binds the council to 
vote the necessary amount if fit is needed. 
It is estimated that the cost of extending 
the water main to Fort McPherson will be 
about $7,000, and the willingness of the city 
to furnish the water is displayed by the 
almost unanimous manner in which the 
councilmen agreed to vote favorably on a 
resolution calling for the extension of the 


main. 

General Graham yesterday afternoon vis- 
ited Piedmont park and the country in 
that vicinity. He went over the ground 
where union soldiers were encamped during 
the civil war and was shown where impor- 
tant engagements were had. 

General Graham was very well pleased 
with the place and with the exception of 
one or two objections, he thought it would 
do spiendidly for a camp. He thinks it Is 
too far from the railroads and too far 
from the water mains of the city. It has 
been suggested that the water mains could 
be extended there or that water could be 
carried out on water cars by the street 
railroad company. 

This land, with that near Fort McPher- 
son, is all General Graham has given a 
personal inspection. It appears that he is 
better pleased with that near Fort Mc- 
Pherson on account of its nearness to the 
railroads and probably because it is near 
the United States barracks. 

The Reserve Camp Not Located. 

The matter of establishing a reserve 
‘camp has assumed a very peculiar shape. 
While it was announced from Washington 
Thursday on good authority that the troops 
would be sent to Chickamauga park for 
maneuvering purposes, it seems that the lo- 
cation for a reserve camp in case of hos- 
tilities has not been definitely decided on. 

At the headquarters of the department 
of the gulf no official information has been 
received of the movement toward Chicka- 
mauga park of any regiment except the 
Twenty-fifth, of Montana. This regiment 
was originally ordéred to Key West and 
for some reason was ordered to stop-~-at 
Chickamauga park, presumably en route to 
Key West. t 

General Graham said yesterday afternoon 
that he had received no official information 
of the establishment of a reserve camp. 
He has of course been requested to make 
investigations of suitable sites and will 
make a recommendation to General Miles 
on the result of his inspection. It ap- 
pears, however, that he has not been offi- 
cially informed that a reserve camp will 
be established. 

From this and from the fact that General 
Graham has continued his investigations 
and made inquiries of the city as to a wa- 
ter supply, it would appear that Chicka- 
mauga park has not been decided as the 
mobilization point for troops preparatory 
to sending them to the front. 

Atlanta the Proper Place. 

There seems to be no doubt in army cir- 
cles that a reserve camp will be established 
in case of hostilities, and ff it is estab- 
lished the general opinion seems to be that 
Atlanta will be selected as the location 
for it. 

In addition to the railroad facilities and 
healthfulness of Atlanta, the value of this 
city as a strategic point is brought prom- 
inently forward by its past record and the 
important part ft played in the civil war.

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THE TRADE SITUATION. 


Some Uncertainty, but Scarcely Any 
Stoppage in Manufacturing. 


New York, April 8—R. G. Dun & Co 8. 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow. 
“When everybody is asking whether it 
is to be war or peace, the state of business 
is not easy to judge. Since nobody can 
judge just how wise bankers may be in 
an emergency, there is some uncertainty, 
but thus far scarcely any stoppage what- 
ever of manufacturing concerns’ appears, 
nor any indications that the producing force 
is likely tO be diminished, nor 1s any such 
symptom to be seen in business reports. 
Evidence of existing conditions is not con- 
fusing or unfavorable. So far banking 
conservatism has not caused failures, which 
continue smaller than for many years, 45 
in March, nor has it caused stoppage of 
any manufacturing concerns nor essened 
the volume of business reported by railroads 
in tonnage or clearings at principal points. 

‘The wheat outgo counts for much and 
continues, Atlantic exports having been 2,- 
241.217 for the week against 1,521,122 last 
year, and corn exporte were 3,483,650 bush- 
els. against 3,323,277 last year. ‘The price 
rose steadily and closed 2c higher for 
wheat, with corn ic higher. 

“The exports of cotton are extraordinary, 
though just now deferred by the caution 
which causes larger shipments tv New 
York instead of outside from gulf ports. 
For four weeks it has averaged nearly 
$2,500,000 per week more than in 1895 from 
the largest crop ever grown, in spite of the 
fall price, which has not changed during 
the week, and in spite of many reports 
of decreased production. In such condi- 
tions heavy industrial demands for a great 
force of operatives have been effective. 
The truth is that every Industry meets 
enormous overproduction compared with 
corresponding demands in any other year, 
however prosperous, and yet nearly all are 
keeping almost their whole force employed 
and some are increasing their force. 

“In one branch of woolen manufacture 
two carpet mills have stopped or are about 
to stop, as it is betWeen sea*ons, but much 
complaint of cancelation, caused by higher 
prices and possibly in some cases because 
of inferior qualities, has not been followed 
by reduced production. Sales of the week 
are insignificant and prices have declined 
2c for finer grades and over lic in the aver- 
age for all quotations only because spec- 
ulators wholly underestimated stocks hekil 
by manufacturers, 

“In the iron and gteel industry, 
demands greater than ever before 
general sources, urgent orders from 
government enlarge work, but do not 
vance prices, 

“Disasters in trade shown this week by 
separate branches of business for the month 
of March and also the first quarter of 1898 
make the best report that has been possi- 
ble for five years. It is interesting to note 
that nearly all branches of business show 
surprising movement. Meanwhile banks 
are extremely cautious and commercial 
loans are but 10 per cent of their aggregate. 
The belief that quick expansion in ail 
branches woukl follow greater liberality 
and patriotism by the banks is not wholly 
unfounded, and the heavy receipts of gold 
from Europe counts for little compared 
with the greater or less liberality in loans 
by banks, 

Bradstreet’s Review. 

New York, April 
row will say: 

“A sensible quieting of demand for staple 
goods is perceptible in the various detaiied 
trade teperts coming to hand this week, 
At the east the dritt of matters affecting 
our foreign relations has been such as to 
discourage new business, but this tendency 
has been considerably accentuated by un- 
timely cold weather, which has checked 
the usual Easter demand to a considerable 
extent.

‘‘Rather less activity is noted in most of 
the country’s greatest staples. Cotton 
goods have moved fairly well. ginghams 
especially being in excellent demand, and 
except for low-grade cottons, notably print 
cloths, which have made a iew low price 
record of 2c per poupbd this week, the 
situation is as favorable as could be ex- 
pected. Wool is dull, reflecting uncertainty 
as to future business and unsatisfactory 
margins of profit. 

“The iron trade continues to report a 
large volume of business being done, but it 
is becoming evident that this is chiefly 
upon orders previously booked. Engage- 
ments for future work have diminished 
alike in number and volume, particularly 
in the east, pending the outcome of foreign 
complications, 

“Wheat ‘shipments, including flour

The closing of 
Liverpool and the continental markets 
and nearly all the principal domestic ex- 
changes took away from the market half 
of the usual speculative motive, and the 
pit at the opening, and@ for that matter, 
during most of the session, Was not more 
than half filled. Enough bullish news was 
to hand to cauge a moderate demand to 
cover short contract gales and as offerings 
were even scarcer than buying orders, the 
market for a time moved upward, July 
advancing to M@8#40 from 83%@s83%ec, where 
it had sold immediately after the opening. 
Northwest receipts were again light, Min- 
neapolHs and Duluth reporting arrivals of 
166 cars compared with 218 last week and 
864 a year ago. Crop news from Califor- 
nia was fully as unfavorable as yesterday, 
but outside of this reports were generally 
favorable. The figures on the Argentine 
weekly wheat shipments depressed the 
market for a time.

COUNCILMEN ARE ROASTED 


Captain Dozier Bitterly Criticised for 
His Course. 


THEY WILL HOLD AN INDIGNATION. MEETING 


Citizens Will Give Vent to Their Feel- 
ings Monday Night—Looks Dark 
for the Viaduct. 


HB failure of council to apportion 
Te additional $15,000 for the viaduct 
Yhursday has thoroughly aroused the 
citizens of the first ward. 
A mass indignation meeting will be held 


Monday night in May’s hall on East Mitch- 


ell street. The leading citizens of the ward 
believe the limit has been reached. After 
fifteen years of faithful work for the via- 
duct, during which period their lives have 
been endangered by the railroad crossings, 
to receive another disappointment when 
only one vote would have procured the 
structure beyond doubt, is more than the 
people can stand, they say, and they have 
determined to give vent to their senti- 
ments. 

This indignation meeting promises to be 
very warm. The participants can do noth- 
ing but talk, resolute and roast, and they 
say they will do this to their hearts’ con- 
tent. Councilman Dozier, of the seventh 
ward, seems to be getting the worst of 
the abuse. It is said that when he was 
making his race for council he stated to 
the citizens of the first ward he was for 
the viaduct and would use every effort 
to build it. The people of the first ward 
supported him mainly for this reason, they 
say. A committee of citizens from the 
first ward called on Mayor Collier with 
the request that Captain Dozier be appoint- 
ed on the bridge committee. se that he 
might use his influence more efficiently 
for the viaduct. 

Captain Dozier was appointed on the 
bridge committee and signed the _ report 
which would have been submitted to coun- 
cil Thursday awarding the contracts for 
the construction. The surprise and indig- 
nation of the citizens of the first ward 
can be imagined, therefore, when Captain 
Dozier voted squarely against the appro- 
priation when his vote would have saved 
the bridge. 

Captain Dozier Has Visitors. 

Unable to understand why Captain Do- 
zier should have so suddenly changed front, 
a committee of citizens from the first 
ward consisting of C. A. Barrett, C. B. 
Reynolds, A. C. Belcher, W. A. Fincher 
and others called on Captain Dozier at his 
place of business yesterday afternoon to 
ask an explanation of his vote and to 
request that he retract his position and 
vote for the appropriation at the next 
meeting of council. Those present at the 
seance say it was particularly spicy. 

Captain Dozier refused to retract his po- 
sition. He stated »e was a viaduct man 
—that the viaduct would yet be built, but 
positively refused to vote for an addi- 
tional appropriation of $15,000 at this time. 
He stated, so it is said, he considered other 
improvements in the city more of a neces- 
sity than the viaduct. When interviewed 
by a representative of The Constitution 
yesterday he stated he did not think an 
additional appropriation should be made 
for the bridge now, in view of the unset- 
tled condition of the negotiations with the 
railroads. When asked why he signed the 
report of the bridge committee recommend- 
ing the awarding of the contracts, he said 
he did not know of any contemplated ad- 
ditional appropriation, this not having 
been discussed, he said, in the bridge com- 
mittee meetings. 

In reference to the city hall fund, he 
said he did pot think the finance com- 
mittee should give it $15,000 for the bridge 
unless it made‘other appropriations for 
other improvements. He stated he was 
acting in perfect good faith in the matter 
and was one of the most ardent support- 
ers of the bridge in council. 

The commiftee on jndignation also called 
yesterday afternoon on several] other coun- 
cilmen who voted against the appropria- 
tion. All stated they were for the bridge; 
believed it would be built, but were not in 
favor of the additional appropriation at 
this particular time. 


The question that is now agitating the 


first ward and the pub‘tlc generally is what 
will be the result of this unexpected action 
of council? Will the viaduct be built thie 
year, or will the plan have to go back to 
where it first started and begin over 
again. ; 

Chairman Trirner, of the bridge com- 
mittee, seems not to have outlined any 
definite plan of action. He has not calicd 
@ meeting of his committee, and it will 


next week. He has decided this much, 
hewever—that the bridge will not be built 
this year without that additional $10,000. 
There will be no installment plan of can- 
struction. The $35,000 must be in hand toa 
pay for the whole bridge or there will 
be no bridge. Under the supreme court 
decision the councilmen could not vote to 
award the contract unless the total amount 
of the city’s share had been apportioned. 
Mayor Collier state@ yesterday he would 
not award the contract, no metter what 
council instructed him to do unless the 
$35,000 was appropriated. 

It. looks, therefore, as if the final 
cess of the venture idlepends entirely on the 
finance committee. The bridge committee 
had done its part. The members of coun- 
cil who voted against, or at least the ma- 
jority of them, who voted against the ip- 
propriation Thursdcy are inexorable in 
their positions unless the finance com- 
mittee decides to allow them certain por- 
tions of the city hall fund for their own 
schemes.

not sought to confer that power straight 
out on the comm'ssion, but the wires are 
so latd that the. amendments fa- 
vored by the commission be adopted, the 
carriers might find themselves trapped. 
The interstate commerce act as it stands 
prohibits pooling by the roads, This pro- 
hibition encourages rate cutting, while rate 
cutting was one of the very things which 


should 


the act was intended to stop. So it turned 
out that the law which aimed to prevent 
a certain thing, really stimmulated that very 
practice in some sections of the country, 
particularly in the north. 

Realizing the shortcoming of the law, 
the interstate commerce commissioners for 
the past few years have approved pooling 
and they have gone on record as being 
in favor of a repeal of that part of the 
law which forbids it. But they wanted au- 
thority to control pooling if allowed. Rail- 
Way managers, as a rule, have no objec- 
tion to the repeal if there are no strings 
tled to it, but the Cullom béll, which is the 
commission's preference, strikes the _rail- 
road men as being in the nature of a 
trap. It looks inmocent on its face, but if 
it should become a law and the roads’ were 
to pool under its provisions it would re- 
mind one of Ali Baba’s den—all the tracks 
would be leading one way. In this case all 
the tracks would be leading into the com- 
misstion’s cave. There would be no return- 
ing footsteps, because the bill is so dMwn 
that once the carriers entered into a pool- 
ing arrangement, they could never get 
but of the commission’a hands in regard 
to rate making, unless it so pleased that 
body. 

Objections to the Changes. 

Mr. Walker D. Hines, assistant chief 
attorney for the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, addressed the committee today. 
He objected to the amendments on three 
principal grounds. He objacted to the pro- 
vision which is intended to give the com- 
mission’s -orders the effect of a judicial 
decision. He also objected to the clause 
which changes the law in regard to long 
and short hauls and lastly he objected to 
giving the commission power to prescribe 
rates. 

Mr. Knapp, a member of the commission, 
had taken the position that the proposed 
amendments are directly in line with the 
purpose of the framers of the origina! act. 
Mr. Hines denied that congress had in- 
tended to confer these vast powers on the 
board and he quoted from the debafés in 
congress at the time to support his posi- 
tion. 

The commission now is subject to the 
jurisdiction of the federal courts and if 
a carrier wishes it can appeal from a de- 
cision of the commission to the courts, 
and if the latter consent to hear the ap- 
peal, the commission’s orders are neld up 
vntil the question is decided. This does 
not suit the commission at all, and it 


- wants the right of the railroads to appeal 


to the courts so modified that its orders 
shall go into efiect when ordered, and re- 
main effective until they are annulled by 
the courts. In other words, jit is as if 
a convicted man were to be executed pend- 
ing his appeal, and if the higher courts 
granted him a new trial, his friends could 
use that as a sort of vindication of his 
memory. It would not do the dead man 
eny material good, but it might be eratify- 
Ing to his family to feel that if the sen- 
tence had not been executed he might 
have been acquitted on a subsequent trial. 
Unbridled Discretion. 


Heavy penalties are provided for failure 
to obey the commission’s orders and even 
the power to review which is provided, is 
“so restricted by the terms of the com- 
mission’s proposed amendments as to be of 
but little value as a protectioh to the enor- 
mous interests both of the public and the 
railroads which are involved, or as a re- 
straint against the unbridled discretion of 
the commission.” 

Under the present law, the supreme court 
has decided that carriers may sometimes 
charge more for a short haul than for 
a long faul, the shorter being included in 
the long one and both being in the game 
direction. The exceptional cases in which

conditions, but it would not admit that 
competition between rallroads themselves 
within the United States, constituted euch 
dissimilar ccnditions as would warrant 
the carriers in charging less for a long 
1aul than for a short one on like kinds of 
traffe. Now the commission wants the 
law so amended that the carriers will have 
to get its permissicn before they can 
charge less from Cincinnati to Atlanta, for 
instance, than from Cincinnati to Vinings 
Station. The purpose of the cormmission 
fg to reject competition between railroads 
themselves as a factor justifying an excep- 
tion to the lone and short haul section. 
Vital Interest to the South. 

This proposed amendment is of vital in- 
terest to the commercial centers of the 
southern states as well as to the railroad 
companies, because the commission is fight- 
ing to break up what it calls the obnoxious 
trade center system of rate making. The 
board would practically have all freight 
rates made on a mileage basis and not give 
a city any consideration because it has 
the completion of three or four or a dozen 
roads, 

To illustrate, Cincinnati hag a number of 
fail lines compet ng from New York, and 
consequently freight rates are low between 
those two cities. Louisville and Cairo also 
have low rates from New York because 
there is water competition down the Ohfo 
river from Cincinnati and the railroads 
have to meet that competition. There is 
also water competition from Louisville and 
Evansville to Nashville up the Cumberland 

Therefore, the rates from New York 
ashvi'le are comparatively low by way 
Cincinnati and Louisville. The roads 
eaching Nashville from New York by way 
Atlanta and Chattanooga, in order to 
carry freight from the east to Nashville, 
have to meet the rates of the lines by 
Cincinnati. In doing this they charged 
less on freight from New York to Na@h- 
ville through Chattanooga than on freight 
from New York to Chattanooga direct. 
The commission decide@ that if the south- 
ern roads awanted to haul freight to Nash- 
Ville they must reduce their rates from New 
York to Chattanooga. Of course, if they 
raised their rate to Nashville, they would 
not get any of the business, because all of 
it would go round by Cincinnati, that being 

the cheapest route, 

Roads Would Not Pool. 

Speaking of the basing point or trade cen- 
ter system of rates and in defense of the 
position of the railroads that the commis- 
sion should not be granted absolute power 
to take from commercial centers the ad- 
vantages of competition, Mr. Hines said 
that the system is a souree of some addi- 
tional income to the southern railroads; it 
results in not the remotest prejudices to 
the intermediate points, and it gives the 
competitive points a choice of markets 
which must be beneficial. Therefore, he 
he was in favor of letting the law stand 
as it is. 

It appears to be perfectly clear that if 
the Cullom amendments should be adopted, 
the railroads of the south at least would 
not do any pooling, for the reason that the 
interstate commerce commission would 
have absolute control of their contracts 
and of their rates. The commission would 
have power to annul the contracts and 
prescribe rates as it saw fit for the mem- 
bers of the pool. Therein is where the 
amendment would again defeat the original 
aim of the interstate commerce act. Mr. 
Hines was heard with close attention by 
the members of the committee and they 
got a clearer idea of the radical changes 
Seught to be made in the law than they 
had before.

WHAT SECRETS ARE 
IN CORNER STONE? 


One To Be Unearthed in Old DeKalb 
County Courthouse, 


HAS BEEN PLACED 75 YEARS

Expected To Contain Many Interesting 
Relics and Curios. 


SAID TO CONTAIN A QUART OF WHISKY 


Old Walls Will Be Torn Down Next 
Week’ and Corner Stone Will 
Be Examined. 
W old DeKalb county courthouse con- 
tain? This question is agitating 
the citizens of the county as the work of 
demolishing the building goes on and the 
convicts tearing away the walls get closer 
and closer to the foundation that was laid 
over three quarters of a century ago. 
Few people now living in Decatur or 
its vicinity can remember when the con- 
struction of the courthouse in 1823 Was 
commenced and none of them recall what 
was placed in the corner when it Was 


laid, to be hidden so long by the heavy 
massive walls of the antiquated temple of 


CE 


HAT does the corner stone of the 


justice. 

Since the destruction of the building 
began much speculation has been heard 
on this question and many rumors have 
been circulated in regard to what hidden 
mysteries may be unveiled by the exposi- 
tion of the contents of the corner stone, 

It is said that many things of vital im- 
portance connected with the history of the 
county may be contained in the rock. Ip- 
teresting documents which were common 
and of no great worth after their execu- 
tion in 1823 have by the passage of years 
become valuable relics of the past and if 
found will bring the recollection of early 
events to the oldest inhabitants. 

Keys, knives, pictures, money and pa- 
pers are expected to be found in the cor- 
ner stone. Much concern centers in the 
report that a quart of the best quality of 
corn whisky will be found in the rock. It 
is said that the contents of the bottle are 
of the vintage of 1823 and made of the pur- 
est, sweetest and best corm that grew in 
the county that year, 

The old courthouse is rapidly disappear- 
ing. The roof has been taken away. The 
buildiageg has been robbed of every part 
of itself burt the gaunt walls which remain 
standing to be taken down next week. 
These walls are about twenty-four inches 
thick and made of hard brick and mortar 
that has become thoroughly seasoned dur- 
ing the long time it has been in one place. 

The county officers were busy yesterday 
removing the county records and valuable 
documents into a temporary building which 
has been erected on the square and will be 
used as the courthouse until the new 
building is completed. Much inconvenience 
has been caused by the change, but the 
work will progress rapidly and the offices 
wil] be re-establishe@ in the new 
courthouse. 

Judge Candler will ho!ld court in the tem- 
porary wooden building on the square 
April 25th. Flanagan will be tried at that 
time.

No military organizatiom in the state has 
as large a number of members qualified for

The carbines now in the possession of 
the Horse Guards are imperfect, having 
been in use for a long number of years. 
New carbines have been ordered for the 
men and they were expected to arrive and 
be ready for distribution when the first 
order calling out the company was issued, 
but the rifles did not come, It is said they 
are here now and will be given to the men 
Monday afternoon. 

The other equipments of the company 
will be carefully examined and defective 
accauterments will probably be reported 
to the quartermaster with instructions to 
supply others.
